Mrs. Mary B. Marean, 
the daughtor, \h under arrest charged 
with the nnnder, which Bhe admita 
having w)nii>iittt'<l. Mre. Marean told 
the police tliat nhe did not know why 
the had murdered her mother, and she 
in BuppoHed to have bwn tenipurarilv in- 
Bane when she ooniraitted the deed. 
The instrument with which the deed 
waa committed woh a furnace shaker. 
The wound was a deep one ou the right 
temple, from which tha braia ooiad 
out. 

Mrs. Maruan savs that early yesterday 
morning elie and her mother were chat- 
ting pleasantly when the old lady kissed 
her and told her nhe was a very dutiful 
daughter. The murderess then said: 
"As mother started to go up stairs 1 
walked up l)ehind her and atmok her on 
the head with a wrench." 

After the jx)lice had a talk with Mrs, 
Marean she ■ip]>urontly began to realize 
what she had done, breaking down and 
acting in a pitiable manner. It was 
learned in the afternoon that tlu' wuuiun 
had a eevere attack of the grip two years 
ago and never fully recovered from 
effects. Of late hbe has shown signs of 
insanity but did not soeiu violent and 
her mother had no trouble in controlling 
her. 

The medical examiner of the district, 
as well as an i-xpert on iiihanity, were 
notified of the murder and an examina- 
tion of Mrs. Marean's mental condition 
will be made. Uhe is about fifty years 
old, and is the widow of the lata Qaotge 
B. Marean. 

One of the neiglil)ors nays that Mv.s. 
Marean came into her house ynsterday 
morning am! calmly informed her tliat 
she had killed her mother. Her bear- 
ing waa so conipoMcd and she Heeiuod so 
unconcerned that tlie neighbor thouKU* 
she was only joking, but upon Mrs. 
Marean insisting that she spoke the 
truth, the neighbors went to the Marean 
house and there found the corpse of 
Mrs. Browiilee. The horriflfld woman 
quickly notified the iKilice. 

Mrs. Marean mady no attempt to 
escape, and apparently t(jok no interest 
in what was going on around her. 

It seems that for a long time Mrs. 
Marean has been very low spirittKi. She 
seems to have bad a fear lest she 
should die fiitft and leave beliind her 
poor old inotlier without any one to care 
for her. This thought so preyed upon 
her miml that she freciuently spoke of it 
to others. The couple had just enouirh 
money to m-t aloii^,' modestly, but uoUi- 
ing to siiare. They owned the house in 
which tiiey lived, which is (luite a large 
two-story French roofed dwelling. 
There is no doubt about her insanity, 
and she will probaUj ba 4Miiunlttad to 
an asylum. . . 

DOUBLE CRIME.

1.— At Loaiarille, 
Gte., a town not far from Macon, yester- 
day, Dr. Q. W. Kelly, a prominent phy- 
sician, threw his eij^lit > eur-(jld daugh- 
ter into .-i well, iiiteiuliuLC to drown h> r, 
and then slxit and killecl bi.s Bisler in- 
law, who (litnl to prevent the perpetra- 
tion of the crime. For some time <t 
Kelly has )>een in a nervous condition, 
due to religious excitement, and has 
hinted at the necessity of taking the life 
of those who were dearest to him in or- 
der that he might preserve them from 
th<t evils of the world. 

Yesterday after the commission of t ho 
crime and while his sister-in-law la\ 
dying in the room he asserted that Ood 
had called him in his sleep to take the 
life of his child and sister-in-law. He 
appeared perfectly sane and rational at 
times, but then wouM break out into 
hysterical cries, appi»aling to tho.se 
around him to know if he had not done 
the right thing. He appears to lie sorry 
that the child's life was saved. Only its 
cries while in the well attracted the at- 
tention of the crowd of noighbors. The 
excitement is intense. The only thing 
that saved Kelly from lynohins is that

Pitts BUBO, Nor. 1.— Water la beoom- 
ing a scarce article owing to the con- 
tinuance of the dry weather. All ovei 
western Pennsylvania much inconveni- 
ence is being occasioned by the drying 
^p of the sources of supply, and the 
predons fluid has in many instances to 
De transported for miles. A heavy rain- 
fall is waited therefore with anxiety. 

Along the line of the Pennsylvania 
between this city and Altoona the ef- 
fects of the drouth are particularly felt. 
By the railroad and a number of the 
towns between these pointa are ex- 
periencing the unpleasant sensation oi 
naving to hustle for their water supply. 
At two points on the Pittsburg diVision 
it is found necessary to bring water 
from miles away by train. 

At Gallitzin, the highest point in the 
Allegheny mountains, water ia also at a 
premium these daja and theanpplyis 
brought by rail fnm Portage, tan nulea 
distant. 

The city reserroir in Altoona is prov- 
ing entirely inadequate to furnish the 
city. In fact, bat a few inches of water 
is in it and the reservoir of the Pnuicyl-

vsnia has been called upon, 
story is told in other towns. 

In Gh^ensburg the loc^il water com- 
pany is nnable to furnish a full supply 
to its patrotis, and many of them have 
been compelled to fall back upon their 
wells. 

Irwin is in tiie same condition, as the 
people of that place 'secure their water 
from the same company that supplies 
Oreensburg. 

On the southwest branch of the Penn- 
sylvania rAil oad the people also feel the 
shortage, and Scottdale and other towns 
are short in their supply.

Jersey City, Nov. 1.— The Pennsyl- 
vania ferryboat Hudson City yeeterday 
afternoon souk the tug boat Olite Baker 

and the hulk now lies about 200 yards 
from the shore, directly in front of the 
Pennsylvania ferry alips. No lives were 
lost from the tugboat and no passengers 
on the ferryboat were injured, though 
they were badly shaken up and scared. 
The Hudson City continued on her w.-iy 
to New York, landed her passengers and 
then laid up at Hoboken. Sha IS* only 
slightly injured. 

The accident was of a singular char- 
acter, in that ' for once no one seems to 
have been really to blame. The Olive 
Baker was going down the river at tb.e 
time of the accident. The Hudson City 
had just left her Jersey City slip; her 
pilot saw the Olive Baker and blew one 
whistle, signifying that the Hudson 
City would go astern. The Olive Baker 
was moving very slowly and seemed un- 
able to make head against the tide. She 
drifted directly under the Hudson City's 
bow. The fi.xe<l rudder struck the 
Baker amidslhps aud crashed a hole 
through her side. .She sank in a few 
miimleM. In the meanwhile the tuf^- 
boat K.-<se\ had gone to 'her a.s,si.stance 
and taken alx>ard the Baker's crew of 
seven, whfli wscn snMj landed in this 
city. ^

Peniche. Portugal, Nov. 1,— The 
coast of this region is strewn for miles 
with wreckage and goods from the cargo 
of the steamer Roumania, which was 
wrecked Thursday night off the fishing 
village of (Jrono, near here. Every- 
thing that comes ashore is rapidly Iw- 
cominR covered with sand. Coa.'<t 
guards are protecting goods thrown 
ashore by the waves. It is 8uppos"d 
that the heaps of debris hide many 
bodies. It is reported that Lieutenant 
Hoolie, (me of the survivors, has identi- 
fied the remains of Mrs. Kelly, Laay 
Johnson, Miss Dunlop and other ill- 
fattnl pa»seii(<oi». 

Captain Hamilton, the rescued Indian 
officer, and Lieutenant Rooke are both 
too ill to jfivo coherent narratives of the 
disaster and their experiences. The 
former is hable to swoon when he at- 
tempts to recount events of the past few 
days. He is still hopeful that his wife 
was saved, althooi^ his hopa la not 

justified. 

Tho Romnaiua was jammed with 
rocks broadside on, and was swept from 
stem to stern by a tremendous wave. 
The ship's offlcers were on the bridge 
when she struck and were the first to 
perish. The result was that the wildest 
confusion reigned, T'lo crow and pas- 
sengers lost their heads. The boats 
quickly filled with water and were 
swept away before attempt to lower 
them could be made. 

Many of the passengei's were too ill to 
make any effort for their own safety. 
Others rushed to the deck and clambored 
on the bridge in the vain ho]>e of escape, 
but the waves swept all of them over- 
board. Still other passengers are sup- 
posed to have peri8he4 in their cabins. 

From such broken statements as can 
be elicite<i from Captain H.iniilton, it 
appears that he made a heroic effort to 
save his wife. Both were carried over- 
board together, and he supported her 
till his strength failed and sne was torn 
from his grasp. He then lost conscious- 
ness, which he did not regain till he 
found himself cast upon the banoh terri- 
bly bruised and exhausted. 

Lieutenant Rooke had a similar es- 
cape, but the survival of both officers 
was well nigh miraculous. All the sur- 
viuors aie ho cut and bruibed that they 
can hardly .valk, and none of them ex- 
cept the two officers seem to know any- 
thing about their escape exct^pt that 
they were washed overboard and thrown 
upon the beach half dcud. Two sur- 
vivors were seriously injured, and are 
now in a high fever. 

The Rooviania is rapidly breaking up 
and hardly any portion of her hull is vis- 
ible. Her masts are gone. Search par- 
ties provided with mule carts are ex- 
ploring the coast. It is reported tb vt 
wreckage from the Roumauia 1ms been 
found at Eceoeira, forty miles from the 
of the disastsr. 



Bullet* lu the lludy. 

London, Nov. 1.— The rejKirts re- 
ceived from Dahomey regarding the 
havoc wrought by the Lebel rifles, with 
which the French forces oiierating 
against the Dahomeyans are armed, 
have created interest in the exin rinients 
that English army medical onlcers are 
making on the effect of various kinds of 
riflle bullets on the human body. These 
experiments have proved that the 
Mannlicher, a Qerman rifle, is the most 
merciful and that it makes a clean 
wound. The new British magazine 
rifle bullet smashes bones and tears 
flesh at a distance of 1,000 yards. The 
experiments appear to disprove the 
theory that the greater the velocity of 
a bullet tha loH is mutilation eanaed 
by it. • 

Murder Trial.

The murder wavi committed on the night 
of Sept, ti. Reilly and ei^ht other men 
from the Newark were haggling about 
the price of rooms with the landlord of 
the Hotel Universe when a waiter, who 
professed to believe his employer's life 
was in danger, 8tabl)ed Keilly twice in 
the back. The Newark has arrived here 
with the eight men who saw the killing 
and who wul testify at the triaL

ary, Hungarian minister, was shot at 
yesterday as he sat in the dining car of 
a train a short distance from Bnda Pest.

The train was stopped and 
men were sent back to the spot at which 
the shot was fired, but no trace of the 
man who did the firing could be found.

Major General (Jeorge R. Snowden ap- 
peared in the court room for the first 
time Biiice th<< ojieniiig of the trial. 

£x-lMvat« lamu wan put on the Rtand 
again and asked where he performed 
the picket duty before he went to sleep. 
He was not positive that he did i)erforni 
picket duty ou the night befoi* ne weiil 
to Bleep. 

On cross -PxarniiintiDii, lie maid that ht: 
had been ndvim il to make the Hiiits nftei 
he was di.-ii lmr^'i'd. He was a.sked 
•whether on the dny after his puuisli- 
ment ho had not told Hatfield he wiu? 
not hurt. Witness denied having made 
Boch Btatement. On re<lirect examina- 
tion lams said that during the week 
prior to his discharge he had dune regi- 
mental g-aard <luty. 

Frank (k. Jacobs was the next witnen 
for the prosecution. He was a private 
of Company K, Tenth regiment. He saw 
lams in the guardhouse while on duty. 
He taw lams hnng up by the thumbs tc 
the ridgepole of the tent. His thambe 
were tied by a loopknot. The tips of 
lams' toes alone were on the gronnd. 
lams was spitting tobacco joioe. The 
officer of the day gave the chew. lame 
asked for it. Witnew oonld not say 
whether the doctors were watching 
lama or not when the tobeooo was given. 
Almost inunediatelr before lemswaa 
cpt down Colonel otreator said to the 
doctors that if the prisoner hung longei 
it might injure him physically. When 
lams was cut down he sank to the 
groond. The treatment he saw wai 
tbst Mr. Gladden mbbed Luns' thnabs. 
His hands were cold. 

On cross eaamination 'Jaoobs was 
asked whether Colonel Streator did not 
oome to the tent just before lams wat 
cnt down. He could not sajr. He 
only noticed the colonel talking to the 
doctors. Had heard lams cau for s 

S'ass ot water, which was at onoe given 
him. lams had then been strung up 
for four or five minutes. Witness did 
not see> lams' faoe.at the time and did 
not hear him say: "Whan Colonel 
Streator got through amusing himsdl 
he could cut him down." Had heard 
lams say: "If Streator expects me tc 
take back what I said h* aoald cut me 
diown dead." 

Bobert V. Kent, Company K, Tenth 
regiment, was present when lams was 
Strang up. Histeftimony was mainly 
corroborative of the former witness. 
When Isms had been released and hie 
support taken away he fell to the ground. 
Haaalso hoard Colonel Streator say: 
"Do not let him hang long enough to do 
amr material injury." 

urns was at onoe cut down. Crosc 
examined witness said that While the 
man who cut down lams had to get on a 
beer keg, he was much shorter than tht 
prisoner. The day after the stringing 
up of lams witness saw a guard march- 

a with lams in the canter. The guard 
bayonets on their guns. lams wat 
d res s ed in civilian dotfies. The guard 
was made up of officers, commianoned 
and non-commissioned, and soldiers from 
the Tenth, Fourth and Fourteenth regi- 
ments and Battery C. 

Judge Porter here made a rule at the 
reouest of the deftadants that lams be 
asked whether it was his intention in 
ha secured the conviction of any 
of the defendants to inatitute civil 
anit for damagee. He replied 'that it 
was. The conrt said it was a proper 
question under the law, butwasper- 
missable at the discretion of the court tc 
sh«w to the jury bias on part of tiie wit- 
ness, who is also the proeeoutor. 

AUred M. Meyers, Company K, TMitb 
regiment, also detailed the stringing up 
of lams. Witness did not see umt 
hanging over two or three minutes. 

After Meyers left the stand. Private 
Kent was recalled bv the proeecution. 
Kent was was asked if he had heard 
Colonel Streator make any threat 
against the welfare of lams. Kent re- 
plied that iStreator hwX said upon Mon 
day night, succeeding the day of the 
punishment, that he (lanw) bad better 
keep out of his way or he would 
shoot him if he could hit at forty yards. 
This remark waa made upon Colo'.)el 
Streator hearing a ruuoor that iunirt iu 
tended shooting Streator on siuiit. The 
defense asked if this rnmor had Wen 
heard by witness. "Yes," replied Kent, 
"but I did not hear it from lams." 

J. H. Qladden, the nurse who revived 
lams, then took the stand. He had seen 
them take lams and tie him up the 
thumbs, but only watched the proceed- 
ings a few iiiiiiiites as the sight sickened 
him. He had ran toward lams when 
the latter wiui -cut down and fainted. 
He administered whisky and ammonia 
upon instructions from Dr. (jrimm. He 
spoke to Dr. Grimm after lams bad re- 
• covered consciousness, and in reply to 
his remark tliat lams was pretty ttok, 
Dr. Grimm hail said: "Yes, DUt he 
swallowed a chew of tobacco." 

The next witness called was E. £. 
Critchtieid, uf Mount Pleasant, inspector 
of ritle practice of the Tenth regiment. 
Critclifield attempted to illustrate to the 
jury lams' position as be was hanging 
or the thumbs, telling how easy it was, 
Wbm the court ordered him to stop his 
argument During the cross-examina 
tion Oritohfield was asked by Attorney 
Watson for the defense, where he re- 
ceived his military education. Critch- 
field said it was not in Battery B. At- 
torney Watson was an old military man 
once himself and a prominent member 
of Batterv H. 

Critohneld's reply to the attorney's 
question caused the spectators, mosuy 
wittiesseB, to break out with ^iplaose. 
The court was shocked and ordered the 
tintaffs to arrest every person noticed 
taking part in the disorder. One young 
rcan from Butler was arrested, he being 
the onlv one the tipetaifs were sure of 
He said he meant no disrespect to the 
court Ha was ordered to enter bail for 
hia mpaa r aaee in court today. Court 
tkwVioonted.
